Ashwini 
0' to 13° 20' Aries 


The first of the 27 lunar mansions is called Ashwini, which 
resides entirely with the sign of Aries the Ram, ruled by Mars. 
The nakshatra itself is ruled by Ketu, the South Node of the 
Moon. Thus, a Mars/Ketu mixture of energy is experienced by 
planets which inhabit it. Dynamism, tenacity, fierce activity and 
a thirst for life are reflected by this combination of forces. 
Activation of primordial energies with the awakening of 
consciousness is associated with this asterism. The symbol of 
this nakshatra is a horse’s head. It consists of three stars in the 
head of the Ram constellation. These fixed stars are Mcsarthim, 
Al Sharatain and Hamal. These stars Jic just a little north of the 
ecliptic. This lunar mansion is called "the star of transport." 


In her wonderful book, The Circle of Stars, Valerie Roebuck 
reveals that Ashwini also means "the horsewoman," "possessing 
horses." “yoking horses,” and “she who yokes horses.”! 
Interestingly, famous horse lovers Prince Charles of England 
and Jackie Onassis have their natal Moons placed in this 
nakshatra. The power and stamina of the horse as well as its 
"headstrong" nature are found within this asterism. The grace 
and beauty of a horse in flight may be witnessed through 
Ashwini. 

A playful and childlike nature can also be experienced 
through Ashwini. A dauntless spirit that likes to explore new 
lands may be observed. Ashwini is an excellent constellation for 
the Moon to reside in when starting a journey. As Bepin Behari 
writes, "If a rider is able to break and subdue a wild horse, he 
can use it to travel far."2 The love of just "horsing around" may 
also be present. For example, the famous comedian Jerry Lewis 
has his natal Moon in Ashwini.

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The Sun is exalted in this nakshatra. There is, therefore, a 
thirst for leadership, authority and honor associated with 
Ashwini. The great Hindu deity Shiva is said to inhabit 
this lunar mansion. The primary motivation of this nakshatra is 
the principle of dharma or righteous deeds and activity. Law, 
duty, religion, and ethical conduct are emphasized. Ashwini is 
considered a laghu nakshatra which is light and swift. 


The myth of Ashwini is also connected with Surya. the Sun 
god in Hindu lore. The story goes that Surya was so brilliant 
and hot that no one could bear to be in his presence. To help 
him, his father divided him into twelve parts, each a sun with its 
own universe. Bits of solar energy that were whittled away in this 
process provided the material used to create Shiva’s trident. 
Skanda’s spear and Vishnu’'s discus. The Sun in our own 
universe was then married to the daughter of Vishwakarma, the 
divine architect. Her name was Sanjna, which means "intellect." 
But due to the heat and intensity of even this division of the 
original Sun, she needed to spend time away from Surya even 
though, in a sense, his divine light represented her true nature. 


During one of Sanjna’s absences, she asked her housemaid, 
Chhaya, to take care of her husband. Interestingly, Chhaya 
translates to mean "shadow." Surya fell in love with Chhaya 
while his wife was away. When Sanjna returned, she found out 
about this betrayal and became so angry she turned herself into 
a mare and galloped away. Surya, realizing the grave mistake he 
had made, turned himself into a stallion and galloped after her. 
He finally caught up to her in a beautiful meadow and they 
made love, conceiving the Ashwin twins, the two horsemen. 


The Ashwins are pictured as divine, mystical doctors who 
ride in a golden chariot, bringing their healing energy down to 
the earth plane. They bring light, happiness and bliss to 
everyone they touch. Ashwini has the power to quickly heal and 
reach things (shidhra_vyapani_shakti)3 The Ashwins can be 
invoked to bring about healing and rejuvenation of the body, 
mind and spirit. They are known as the "physicians of the gods." 
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The Ashwins can assist in childbirth, restore youth to the 
old and even life to the dead. The Ashwins are forces of prana, 
or life force, which is quick in its action to stimulate, help and 
initiate a new level or healing. A Greek equivalent to the 
Ashwins is Asklepios, the father of healing in ancient times. It is 
a good nakshatra for administering medicines or performing 
healing work. Miracles are experienced within this nakshatra. 


The shadow side of Ashwini is impulsiveness, aggression, a 
stubborn and arrogant nature. Adolf Hitler had his exalted natal 
Sun placed in Ashwini. Passion, lust and lack of discretion may 
be present if afflicted planets are placed in this nakshatra. Venus 
placed here may bring difficulties with sexuality. Dissatisfaction, 
disappointment, lack of mental quietude, and fear of criticism 
may appear if Saturn resides in this lunar mansion.

Bharani 
13° 20' to 26° 40' Aries 


The second of the 27 nakshatras is named Bharani, which 
also resides entirely within the sign of Aries the Ram, ruled by 
Mars. The lunar mansion itself is ruled by Venus. Thus, a 
Mars/Venus interaction of energy is experienced by planets 
which inhabit or transit this asterism. The union of the feminine 
(Venus) and masculine (Mars) reflects the creative potential 
which is experienced here. Bharani is a conduit or channel 
for artistic gifts and talents. The symbol for this nakshatra is a 
yoni, the organ of female reproduction. A vessel made of clay 
(earthen ware) which serves to hold the creative forces is also 
depicted. The energy of Shiva's wife, Shakti, resides here. 


Bharani is formed by three faint stars in the sign of the 
Ram. Called Musca Borealis, it consists of the stars 35, 39, and 
41 Anietis, which form a tnangle. These stars are found north of 
the ecliptic above the tail of the Ram. 


This lunar mansion is called "the star of restraint," which 
reflects the sense of being entangled in the world of desires and 
illusions. Strong sexual desires may be experienced here due to 
the Venus/Mars influence. Bharani also mearis "bearing" or 
"she who bears," which indicates the need for forbearance, hard 
work and discipline. The animal symbol for this nakshatra is a 
male elephant, which reflects the ability to carry the burden of 
humanity. The social activist and philosopher Karl Marx had his 
natal Moon placed here. 


The deity connected with this asterism is Yama, the god of 
death. He is the agent of lord Shiva. Yama means "the binder" 
and also refers to various yogic disciplines such as breath 
control, hatha yoga and meditation. Yama guides the soul to the 
astral plane, where it can experience the result of its karma from 
the present life and prepare for the life to come. Yama is a deity 
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of sacrifice and discipline. Qualities of truthfulness, self-sacrifice, 
virtue and dharma are also present. Spiritual depth and yogic 
practices may be experienced through Bharani's influence. 
Austerities may be needed to harness the primal creativity of 


this nakshatra. Bharani has the power to cleanse_and remove 
impurities (@pabharani_shakti)'. 


The Sun is in its exaltation sign of Aries when it is in this 
lunar mansion. If the Sun is placed in Bharani, it confers the 
qualities of leadership, authority and power. The founder of 
psychoanalysis, Sigmund Freud, had his Sun placed in this 
nakshatra. The person will have an active, pioneering and 
explorative nature. The primary motivation is artha (wealth, 
prosperity). Thus, the Sun abiding here can bring fame, success 
andriches. 


The shadow side of Bharani is experienced as a sense of 
struggle and suffering. As mentioned previously, this is the "star 
of restraint." It is a Knura (fierce or severe) nakshatra which can 
relate to imprisonment and other forms of confinement. A 
restless, irritable and impatient nature may be present. The 
person may be a moralist, judgmental, and carry everything to 
an extreme. Saddam Hussein has his Sun in Bharani. Pride, 
arrogance and resentment may be experienced. Indulgence in 
sexuality, vanity and narcissism can be observed here. Jack 
Nicholson has his Sun and Madonna her Mars in this asterism.

The third nakshatra, Krittika, resides in the constellations of 
the Ram and the Bull. The first pada (3° 20') is in Aries, with the 
remaining ten degrees in Taurus. The Sun is the ruling planet of 
this lunar mansion. Thus, in the first pada, a Sun/Mars dynamic 
is experienced due to the waning Aries influence. Leadership, 
authority, and power may result. President Bill Clinton's natal 
Moon is placed here. 


The astronomical location of this lunar mansion is in the 
constellation of the Pleiades. The six brightest stars of the 
Pleiades form the nakshatra Krittika. They are seen in Hindu 
mythology as the wives of the Great Seers. In Western astro- 
nomy, they arc named Alcyone (eta), Celaeno (16), Electra (17), 
Taygete (19), Maia (20), and Asterope (21). Alcyone is considered 
the most beautiful and the brightest star in the group. The stars 
of this nakshatra reside in the upper torso of the Bull. The 
Moon is exalted at three degrees of Taurus in this constellation. 


Krittika represents the determined and tenacious will to 
achieve greatness. It is the fighter for a social cause, the spiritual 
warrior. The ruling deity is Agni, the god of fire and transfor- 
mation. Krittika’s symbols are a flame, a razor, an axe or other 
edged weapons. This nakshatra rcpresents the power to burn 
(dahana shakti)1 or to cut away negativity to get to the deepest 
truths. Krittika literally means "the cutters" and is called "the star 
of fire." Since Agni is the god of the sacred fire, purification: is 
the dominant activity of this lunar mansion. This may be a good 
nakshatra to.perform a fire ceremony to propitiate Agni. It can 
bring out the divine qualities in human nature through the fires 
of purification. Agni is the fire that cooks our food, so there is 
also a nourishing effect experienced here. Krittika is considered a 
misra (mixed) nakshatra which is generally good for daily

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activities such as cooking. Krittika also reflects the aspiration for 
radical changes in personal and social life. For example, Bob 
Dylan's Moon is found in the first pada of this asterism. 


The remaining ten degrees of Krittika fall in the constellation 
of Taurus, ruled by the planet Venus. Gifts in the fine arts may 
be generated through the Venus/Sun influence experienced 
here. The famous artist Frida Kahlo had her natal Moon placed 
in the Taurus side of Krittika. A strong desire to create children 
may result when planets reside here. Beauty, elegance and 
fashionable dress may be seen here. Princess Diana's Venus 
resides in early Taurus. 


The shadow side of Krittika is a stubborn, aggressive nature. 
Destructive tendencies and issues with anger may be observed. 
A passive-aggressive personality may be present. Fiery emotions 
and a combative nature can result. Illicit affairs and attractions 
to others' mates can occur in Krittika. The person may have 
difficulties concerning his or her diet and eating habits. The 
primary motivation of Krittika is kama or desire. A child-like 
nature may be observed here. Thus, a major lesson in this lunar 
mansion is the discipline over one's desire nature and finding 
pleasurable activities that are truly healing and revitalizing.

The fourth nakshatra is named Rohini. It is placed entirely 
within the constellation of Taurus the Bull. The Moon is in its 
mulatrikona sign in Rohini and also rules this lunar mansion. 
Beauty, sensuality. charisma and charm can be reflected here. Its 
primary motivation, though, is moksha or spiritual liberation. 
According to Dr. BV Raman, Sri Krishna had both his Lagna 
(Ascendant) and natal Moon residing in Rohini.1 The ruling deity 
is Brahma, the creator of the universe. Thus, tremendous creativity 
and gifts in the fine arts can result with planets posited here. The 
sign of Taurus is ruled by the planet Venus. A Moon-Venus cre- 
ative chemistry is the magical blend of this lunar mansion.

Rohini is translated to mean "the red one." “the red cow," 
or "the growing one." It is located near the pale rose star of 
Aldebaran. It consists of five stars in the head of Taurus the Bull. 
Aldebaran is considered the red eye of the bull. This constella- 
tion (the Hyades) is near the ecliptic, so planets passing through 
Rohini can be more readily scen. The symbol for this asterism is 
an Ox cart or chariot. It is rajasic in nature and reflects the need 
for travel and movement. Another symbol for Rohini is a tem- 
ple. In South India this asterism is depicted as a banyan tree, 
which provides shade and protection to humanity. Rohini is 
named “the star of ascent" and gives rise to prominence and 
influence in society. 


The residing deity of Rohini is Prajapati, the Creator. Its 
power is growth (rohana shaku)? This shakli fosters growth and 
creation on all levels, bestowing fertility. Prajapati is the great 
creator who can bestow anything we desire. Thus, we must take 
care in deciding what we really want. Rohini embodies the cos- 
mic preparation needed to facilitate the growth and develop- 
ment of our creative potential. Taurus is an earth sign which sig- 
nifies that the fruits of one's actions can be fully realized here. 
Fulfillment of one's earthly desires and artistic expression can 
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blossom in this lunar mansion. Deep devotion and faith in God 
can be experienced. Heaven can descend to the earth plane 
through Rohini. Spiritual strength and responsibility are revealed 
here. The animal symbol, a male serpent, reflects the spiritual 
power and wisdom that can reside in Rohini. 


The shadow side of Rohini can involve indulgence and 
materialism. The person may seek luxury without considering 
the price. The person may "win the kingdom, but lose his soul." 
Since Rohini is located in the head of Taurus the Bull, an obsti- 
nate, bull-headed nature may occur at times. Taurus is a fixed 
sign that is often related to a stubborn personality style. A short 
temper and critical nature may be seen. Issues with jealousy and 
possessiveness may be a theme in this asterism. 


The Hindu mythological tale involved with Rohini reflects 
the creation of the 27 nakshatras and their shadow side. 
According to the Puranic myth. Brahma produced ten-Prajapatis 
or divine beings to assist him in manifesting the universe. One 
of the celestial architects, named Daksha, fathered 60 daughters. 
of whom 27 represented the nakshatras. They were given as a 
gift to the Moon god. Of his 27 wives, Rohini was his favorite 
duc to her beauty, grace, and charm. This aroused hostility and 
jealousy among her 26 sisters. They complained to Brahma and 
Daksha, and a curse was placed on the Moon. Upon realizing 
how ill their husband was becoming, they pleaded with Brahma 
to lift the curse. But once a curse is cast it cannot be fully taken 
back Thus, according to Vedic lore, the Moon must wax and 
wane for eternity due to this misdeed of the heart. 


In his book, Myths and Symbols of Vedic Astrology, Bepin 
Behari writes, "if an individual becomes possessive and begins 
pursuing the objects of the senses to the detriment of his other 
faculties, he is caught in the tidal waves of growth and decay. 
This is the status of the Moon after being cursed by Brahma for 
his infatuation with Rohini. This is a prosperous lunar mansion 
which can create desires and sensory attachments. Rohini is that 
attraction which compels the Divinity in man to lose its pristine 
memory and become immersed in worldly gratification."3

Mrigashira 
23' 20' Taurus to 6' 40' Gemini 


The fifth nakshatra, Mrigashira, is evenly divided within the 
constellations of Taurus and Gemini. It consists of three faint 
stars near the head of Orion. This lunar mansion is called "the 
searching star," marking the "beginning of a search." The ruling 
planet is Mars, reflecting the spiritual warrior searching for truth. 
The great Vedic astrologer from India Dr. BV. Raman and his 
astrologer son Niranjan Babu both have their natal Moons 
placed in this auspicious asterism. Spiritual intelligence and 
research abilities are refined here. Mrigashira is considered 
devic or god-like in nature with its primary motivation being 
moksha or the urge for spiritual liberation. The deity that 
presides here is Soma, the Moon god, who imparts the divine 
nectar of bliss and enlightenment. Its power is giving fulfillment 
(prinana_shakti).1 ~ 


The first half of Mrigashira is placed in the constellation of 
Taurus the Bull. The creative impulse of Venus ruling Taurus can 
help individuals manifest their ideas into the material plane. 
Poetic and musical talent may be present. This nakshatra is also 
good for producing beautiful, creative and intelligent children 
and can bring material affluence. The second half of Mrigashira 
resides in Gemini. Writing, public speaking. and persuasive 
speech can manifest here. The person may also be very cunous, 
clever and research oriented. 


Mrigashira literally means an “antelope’s head" or "having 
the face of a deer." The beautiful fawn-like actress Brooke 
Shields has her natal Moon placed here. Mrigashira fills and 
covers us with joy. It is like a beautiful cloth that makes our life 
more attractive. It is considered a tnridu (soft and tender) 
nakshatra A gentle, peaceful, sensitive, and perceptive nature is 
usually present. Fear of confrontation may be experienced. The 
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other animal symbol is a female serpent, representing the 
sensual, seductive nature of this nakshatra. 


The Hindu myth connected with Mrigashira involves the 
Moon god, Soma. Soma represents the divine nectar that flows 
from the fruit of performing yagyas or pujas. This story reveals a 
shadow side of Soma and his attraction to Jupiter's wife, Tara. 
Soma seduced Tara and eloped with her. This caused a 
tremendous uproar that forced the gods to intervene. Soma was 
persuaded to return Tara to Jupiter. However, there was a slight 
problem. Tara was pregnant with the Moon's child. The child 
was named Budha or Mercury. In the Vedas, it is written, "out of 
the Moon, the mind was born.” That is, the analytical mind of 
Mercury is created out of the perceptual mind of the Moon. 
The myth ends with a renewal within the family. Even when 
Jupiter found out who the real father of Mercury was, the child 
was so charming that Jupiter agreed to parent him. This 
nakshatra reveals that. following turmoil, a new relationship is 
created to reflect the beginning of a new life between Jupiter 
and Tara after the birth of Mercury. The birth of Shiva's consort, 
Uma, also took place under Mrigashira; they were also married 
under this nakshatra. Thus, birth and marriage can be 
auspicious under this asterism. 


The shadow side of Mrigashira can be an indulgence in 
pleasure. Astrologer Bepin Behari writes that "seeking comfort 
and pleasure in life is a sort of chase after the golden deer."2 
Sensory attachments to strong earthly needs and a craving for 
sensation may result. A fickle nature may also be observed in 
this lunar mansion, particularly in the Gemini half of 
Mrigashira. This nakshatra is thought to be connected to the 
ancient civilization of Lumeria.

Ardra 
6° 40' to 20° 00' Gemini 


The sixth nakshatra is named Ardra. It resides entirely 
within the sign of Gemini, the Twins. Ardra is the bright star 
Betclgeusc in the constellation of Orion. It is also associated 
with the fixed star Sirius. Ardra is symbolized by a human head, 
reflecting the emphasis on the mind or thinking capacity. 
Although its ruling planet is Rahu, Mercury's rulership of 
Gemini is also prominent throughout this lunar mansion. Thus, 
a deep feeling nature combined with passionate thinking may 
be experienced in Ardra. The presiding deity is Rudra, the lord 
of the storm and the god of destruction. Rudra is a fierce form 
of Shiva who also represents thunder. Issues with death, pain 
and suffering are common themes. Elizabeth Kubler-Ross, a 
pioneer in the field of death and dying, has the natal Moon 
here. If the Moon is placed in Ardra, the individual is also born 
in the stormy seas of Rahu’s dasa. 


Ardra means “the moist one" and is depicted as a teardrop. 
It is described as green. fresh, soft, wet, and "shining like a gem." 
Ardra reflects the perception of clarity that comes after a spring 
rain storm of Rudra or the tears of sorrow. This asterism is 
connected with fierce activity, enthusiasm, and an urge for 
expansion. Its primary motivation. is kama or desire. Rahu, its 
ruling planet, reflects the strong desire nature of Ardra. 


The Hindu myth connected with Ardra involves the demon 
Taraka. He practiced severe austerities to receive the gift from 
Brahma of “undefeatable power." After receiving this power, he 
began to oppress the gods. The lesson given is that power and 
intelligence is like a double-edged sword that can lead to 
destructive acts. It is called a tikshna (sharp) nakshatra which 
can produce powerful, bold and brash activities. Ardra’s power is 
effort (atna shakti), particularly for making gains in life through 
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greater effort.’ This struggle can bring great rewards, but not 
without persistent determination and a certain degree of luck 


The shadow side of Ardra is the potential abuse of power 
and lusting after material attainments. Ardra natives’ actions can 
cause torment or pain to others. They may also work in the 
helping professions, alleviating the suffering of others. A proud, 
egoic or violent nature may occur due to Ardras influence. Both 
Nicole and OJ Simpson have their natal Venus conjoined in this 
lunar mansion. A critical and complaining attitude may also be 
present. They can appear ungrateful or haughty. A need to 
cultivate gratitude and appreciation can heal many wounds in 
Ardra. This nakshatra is also connected to hunters and animal 
killers. The residing deity Rudra is the lord of wild animals as 
well as storms. Thus, a sattwic or vegetarian diet and the practice 
of ahimsa (non-violence) is advised.

The seventh lunar mansion is named Punarvasu. This 
auspicious nakshatra resides primarily in the constellation of 
Gemini, the Twins. In consists of five stars, including Castor and 
Pollux. The last pada of Punarvasu is placed in Cancer, the 
Crab. The ruling planet is Jupiter, although a strong Mercury 
influence is experienced in the first three padas, which are 
placed in the sign of Gemini. The combination of Mercury and 
Jupiter can produce great intellectual and spiritual wisdom. The 
Indian saint Ramana Maharshi had his natal Moon placed in 
Punarvasu. 


The ruling deity of this asterism is the mother goddess 
Aditi, who tends the ground on which healthy seeds can 
eventually bear fruit. Her power is the ability to gain wealth or 
substance (vasutva prapana shakti).1 Aditi is the earth goddess 
who grants all abundance and gives birth to all the gods. 


Due to the influence of Jupiter and Mercury, great 
potential in the communications fields can blossom here. Its 
primary symbol is a quiver of arrows, which reflects the ability 
to launch successful projects. It is considered a chara or 
moveable nakshatra. Punarvasu's influence is good for making 
life changes such as career or residential moves. This lunar 
mansion allows our creativity and inspiration to be renewed. 
The animal symbol is a female cat which reflects its sensitivity 
and need for independence. 


The name of this nakshatra consists of two words: punar, 
which means "repetition," "repeat," or "again," and vasu, 
meaning "a ray of light," “a gem," or "a jewel." Vasu also 
translates to mean prosperous or good. The Vasus are eight 
deities who provide the foundation for cosmic and earthly 
manifestation. Since Punarvasu is connected with the Twins, 
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Castor and Pollux, the full meaning is "the two who give back 
the goods" or "the two who are prosperous or good." Its primary 
motivation is artha or material prosperity. This asterism is called 
"the star of renewal" and represents the purification of self, 
change of personality. and the "return of the light." 


The shadow side of Punarvasu is a tendency to over- 
intellectuatize life experiences. which can produce a critical 
nature. This is especially true in the first three padas, which fall 
in the sign of Gemini. The final pada is located in Cancer 
(0-3" 20’) in both the Rasi and Navamsa (vargottama) but is 
weakened due to being close to the cusp. Mental vacillation 
may also be expericnced at the cusp of this asterism. However. 
this nakshatra is generally one of the most benefic of the 27 
lunar mansions. According to Bepin Behari, Punarvasu reflects 
the realization that the "exile of the human soul from its 
celestial abode is due to certain compulsions or sins. Its these 
compulsions that deprive the soul of it celestial poisc.”* This 
mansion provides the impetus for greater action towards the 
concretization of the will. The spiritual arrow of consciousness 
is prepared to be launched in this constellation. Punarvasu is a 
powerful springboard of self-expression, encouraging the 
development of latent talents. The sky is the limit.

The eighth nakshatra, Pushya, resides entirely within the 
sign of Cancer, the Crab. It is seen as a triangle of three faint 
stars (north and south Aselli and star cluster M44). {t is pictured 
in the sky as two donkeys or “little asses" feeding in the manger 
or “the crib" in which Jesus once lay. Pushya means “to 
nourish" or “providing nourishment." This lunar mansion is 
symbolized by the udder of a cow. The sign of Cancer, ruled by 
the Moon, also represents the maternal aspect of providing milk 
and nurturance to her children. According to many Vedic 
scholars, Pushya, a deva or god-like nakshatra is considered the 
most auspicious of the lunar mansions for spiritual maturity. ! 


The ruling deity is wise Brihaspati, the lord of sacred 
speech and prayer. According to the ancient Vedic texts, Lord 
Shiva made Brihaspati into the planel Jupiter. Accordingly, 
Jupiter becomes exalted in Pushya, reflecting intuitive wisdom, 
good fortune, powerful speech and purification of the psyche. 
Its power is the ability to create spiritual energy (brahmavarchasa 
shakti).2 All forms of worship and spiritual practice are 
emphasized here. 


The ruling planet is Saturn, which brings stability and 
enables creativity to fructify into entirely ncw forms. A vibrant 
tranquility, faith in oneself, and fullness of life can occur due to 
the interaction of Jupiter and Saturn. Pushya increases our 
positive efforts and good karma through hard work and 
discipline. It is a daghu or light nakshatra which is excellent for 
starting a business or opening an office. 


Archetypal symbols connected with this lunar mansion 
include a flower, a circle and an arrow. The flower represents the 
“act of blossoming" that is experienced here. According to 
Bepin Behari, the flower represents "the specific limited destiny 
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assigned to the individual that he or she must aspire to" and 
“the beauty and symmetry destined to be gained.”} The circle 
reflects the possibility of attaining wholeness, with the arrow 
representing the attempt to hit the target with strength and 
power. Under the influence of this asterism, the spiritual warrior 
gets his "marching orders" and sets his forces into motion. The 
primary motivation is dharma. The animal symbol is a male 
sheep or, more accurately, a ram. 


The dark side of Pushya can be a stubborn, selfish nature. 
Arrogance, pride and jealousy may be experienced at times. The 
infamous evangelist Jimmy Swaggart has his natal Moon in 
Pushya. Pushya individuals may need to be more discriminating 
in their choice of friends. Pushya has the power to overcome 
negative influences and assert its benefic nature. Tacy can be 
quickly deflated by criticism and may doubt their own worth 
due to opinions of others. Insecurity and strong attachments to 
family members can inhibit growth. Although auspicious for 
starting most endeavors, Pushya is not a good asterism for a 
wedding ceremony.

The mystical ninth nakshatra, Ashlesha also resides entirely 
within the sign of Cancer. It consists of a circle of six stars in the 
constellation of Hydra, the female water snake. Ashlesha means 
“the entwiner.” It is called "the clinging star" with a desire “to 
embrace” or "entangle" the object upon which it is focused. 
This lunar mansion is symbolized by a coiled snake and its deity 
is Ahi, the naga or serpent of wisdom. Its primary motivation is 
dharma. Ashlesha_ represents the kundalini or 
serpent fire that is located at the base of the spine. When 
activated, this energy can bring mystical power, electrifying shak- 
ti and spiritual enlightenment. 


Ashlesha people may have "snake eyes" that can penetrate 
to the depths of understanding and explore the steamy caverns 
of the soul. The serpent is a symbol of divine wisdom, procre- 
ation, sexuality, and prosperity as well as danger, trouble and 
unexpected attack. In Ashlesha, the serpent energy must be 
respected and harnessed. It has the power to inflict with 
poisonous venom (visasleshana  shakti).1 Ashlesha has the ability 
to paralyze its enemies with its hypnotic gaze. 


Ashlesha is ruled by the planet Mercury and inhabits 
the sign of the Crab, ruled by the Moon, Since both of these 
planets are mental in nature, the creation of a deeply philo- 
sophical, thoughtful, penetrating and intelligent mind can 
occur. A reclusive, austere, independent and self-reliant attitude 
is observed. Interestingly, a male cat is the animal symbol for 
this nakshatra. A magnetic, sensual, seductive nature may be 
present. Marilyn Monroe had this lunar mansion as her rising 
nakshatra. Ashlesha people may have a fascination with explor- 
ing sexuality as reflected by publisher Larry Flynt, whose natal 
Moon resides here. 
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The shadow side of Ashlesha is mental instability, worry, 
fear, and a melancholy mind. Ashlesha is sharp in nature. Issues 
with anger and a hot temper may occur. It is considered a good 
nakshatra for creating separation such filing for a divorce or 
ending a business partnership. Ashleshans cannot tolerate any 
kind of personal humiliation. Due to the Mercury/Moon 
influence, a sensitive nervous system, psychic vulnerability and 
self-deception may be present. They are crafty, elusive and have 
a tendency to lic when it serves their needs. Ashlesha brings 
divine restlessness, but also transcendental aspirations. In this 
lunar mansion pain is inevitable, sulfcring is optional.

The tenth nakshatra, Magha, resides entirely within the con- 
stellation of Leo the Lion. It is composed of a sickle-shaped 
group of six stars. The brightest is the fixed star Regulus, which 
is said to be one hundred times as luminous as the Sun. Magha 
means "the mighty one" or "the great” and is located near the 
forehead of the Lion. Its symbol is a palanquin, the royal seat 
upon which the king was carried through the towns he tuled. 
The ruling planet of Magha is Ketu, with the Sun ruling the sign 
of Leo. Thus, mystical leadership can result. Magha gives one 
the power to leave the body (tyage ksliepani shakti).1 The great 
avatar Paramahansa Yogananda had both his rising sign and 
natal Moon in Magha. Yogananda left his body during his 
Rahu/Ketu (dasa/bhukti) planetary period. Spiritual liberation 
is possible here. 


The ruling deities are the Pitris, the great Fathers of 
Humanity, who function as guardian angels giving protection in 
the event of major calamities on earth. The Pitris are the 
original progenitors of the human race and are still worshiped 
in traditional Hindu families today. They help to maintain 
tradition and cultural purity. The Pitris represent ancestral pride 
and personal power. 


Magha expresses itself as ambition, leadership, power, 
family pride and loyalty to a spiritual lineage. Magha people can 
be very big hearted and devoted to those they love. They are 
respectful toward tradition and enjoy ceremony and ritual. 
Magha people are great actors and performers on the stage of 
life. Magha represents the concretization of the soul into its 
individualized form. The development of a strong ego, needed 
for the soul to accomplish its mission, is manifested through 
this lunar mansion. Magha bestows brightness, prosperity, power 
and victory with the masses. 
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The shadow side of Magha is arrogance, racial superiority, 
prejudice and identification with class status. Since artha or 
weallh is the primary motivation, Magha natives may become to 
attached to material prosperity. Magha can sometimes "win the 
kingdom, but lose its soul." A divine restlessness or chronic dis- 
content can be experienced if its natives fail to meet their lofty 
ideals of success. Self-doubt may be present, which results in 
needing to prove oneself to others. They may continually court 
the approval of others at the cost of the self. Magha people set 
high, perfectionistic standards for their own work, but their 
efforts are not always able to hit the mark. A driven, pitta, type-A 
personality can result. Magha is a krura or ugra nakshatra which 
can be related to cruel or fierce activities. Both OJ Simpson and 
Ted Bundy have their natal ascendants placed in Magha. 
Sensual allurements from the sexual realm may also 
create problems for Magha people. For example, the natal Sun 
for both Bill Clinton and Michael Jackson resides here.

The eleventh lunar mansion resides entirely within the 
body of Leo the Lion. Called "the former reddish one," it 
consists of two stars, Leonis and Zosma, found at the rear flank 
of the Lion. Purva Phalguni means the "fruit of the tree." It is 
also known as Pubba. It is represented by a swinging hammock 
representing rest and recuperation.

The twelfth nakshatra, Uttara Phalguni resides in two fixed 
stars at the tail of the Lion but extends into the constellation 
of Virgo. Called the ‘Matter reddish one,” it is ruled by the Sun 
and has a strong Mercury influence in its last three padas. The 
first pada (3° 20') is located in Leo, ruled by the Sun, which 
can bring tremendous opportunities for growth and creative 
expansion. The successful movie director Oliver Stone has both 
his natal Sun and Mercury in this pada.

Chitra, the "star of opportunity,” is beautifully reflected by 
the fixed star, Spica. It is symbolized by a bright jewel or pearl 
representing the divine spirit within us. Chitra means “the 
brilliant," "the bright,” or "the beautiful." It reflects the many, 
variegated colors seen in the radiance of a white star. Chitra also 
translates as a painting or work of art suggesting "pretty pictures” 
or something pleasing to look at.

The fifteenth nakshatra is called Swati, which resides 
entirely with the sign of Libra, the scales. It is primarily located 
near the golden star Arcturus, the brightest single star in the 
constellation Bootis. Swati means "the sword" and reflects a 
strong desire for independence. A sweet spoken, virtuous and 
compassionate nature is cultivated here. Called the "self-going" 
star, it is pictured as a young single shoot blown by the wind. 
Swati people have an ability to "bend with the wind" in order to 
survive the forces of change which they may encounter. 


The deity that rules Swati is Vayu, the demigod of wind, air, 
breath, and prana. Vayu is the purifier and cleanser that 
represents the movement of pranayama that pervades the 
universe and sustains life. It gives the power to scatter like the 
wind (pradhvamsa_ shakti).1 A restless and adventurous nature 
can result.

The sixteenth lunar mansion is named Vishakha, the "star 
of purpose." It resides primarily in the constellation of Libra 
and consists of four stars forming the scales while extending 
toward the sign of the Scorpion. This nakshatra is thus called 
"the forked" or "two branched.'" Vishakha is sometimes 
represented by an image of a large tree with spreading branches 
providing protection for others. It also suggests one who slowly 
grows in influence and can produce great fruit as one ripens 
with age. It is also known as Radha, "the delightful" or "success." 
Devotees of Krishna may reside here. The other symbols for 
Vishakha are an archway or triumphal gateway decorated with 
leaves and a potter's wheel.

The shadow side can be an aggressive, dictatorial nature. 
These people can win the battle, but lose the war by pushing 
their agendas too strongly.

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frustration. They may try to fulfill too many ambitions. Vishakha 
people can be envious or covetous of the success of others. 
They may lack a strong social network of friends and feel 
isolated and alone against the world. Bitterness and resentment 
may result. The Moon is debilitated in the last segment ox pada 
(3° 20') of this lunar mansion. Vishakha has a rakshasa 
temperament and a strong sexual appetite.

This reflects the 
story of Radha’s love affair with Krishna. Although Radha’s 
divine love affair may be morally questioned, it is also 
characterized by prema (selfless love for the beloved)? Selfless 
love is what Krishna truly desired from his devotees. Success in 
relationships can be experienced later in life. Vishakha does not 
give immediate results, but profits and gains over time,

The seventeenth nakshatra, Anuradha contains three stars 
in the body of the Scorpion. In this constellation lies the star 
Alpha Centauri, which is the closest star to our solar system. 
The stars of Anuradha are depicted as a staff or a row of 
offerings to the Gods. Its primary symbol is a lotus flower, which 
reflects the ability and perseverance to blossom in the midst of 
life's trials and tribulations. The ruling planet is Saturn, which 
reveals the spiritual challenges to be faced in Anuradha. This 
lunar mansion resides entirely within the constellation of 
Scorpio which is ruled by Mars. The Mars impulse creates brave 
and courageous people who love to travel and move from place 
to place.

The eighteenth lunar mansion is Jyeshtha which contains 
the brilliant red star, Antares, which is located near the heart of 
the Scorpion. Antares literally means the rival of Mars, because 
they are often confused with each other. It is located in the sign 
of Scorpio which is also ruled by Mars. A combination of 
power, independence and a sense of danger are experienced 
here. Jyeshtha translates as the “chief” star, “seniormost” or the 
“eldest.” Jyeshtha symbolizes that which has seniority in many 
ways; the oldest, the most powerful, the most praiseworthy. 
According to Valerie Roebuck. Jyeshtha also means the "eldest 
queen" of the Moon God, Soma, who was superseded in her 
husband's romantic affections by his younger wives:.! 
Interestingly, Jyeshtha is directly opposed by the nakshatra 
Rohini, the favorite wife. 


The chief deity is Indra, the King of the Gods and protector 
of heroes. He is the divine warrior and "dragon slayer." He rides 
the mighty elephant, carries the thunderbolt and demonstrates 
the power of truth. Indra is known for his daring nature, 
courage, power, and glory. He has the power to rise and 
conquer and gain courage in battle (arohana shakti).2 
Interestingly, Indra defeats the dragon by courage and cunning, 
not by the strength of arms. 


Jyeshtha is symbolized by an earring or circular talisman 
which may represent Vishnu's disc. The ruling planet is Mercury, 
which is a reflection of Vishnu. Mental brilliance and analytical 
ability are experienced here. There is the capacity to achieve an 
elevated position in life and accomplish things skillfully. 
Creative genius can be experienced through Jyeshtha. Albert 
Einstein, Mozart and Beethoven all had their natal Moons 
placed here. In addition, Walt Disney had his natal Sun in 
Jyeshtha. 
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If afflicted, Jyeshtha can cause poverty and a fall from grace. 
The eccentric billionaire Howard Hughes had his natal Moon 
located in Jyeshtha. These people may have few friends and 
desire seclusion. A secretive or hypocritical nature may be 
observed.

0° 00' to 13° 20' Sagittarius 


The nineteenth nakshatra, Mula represents the beginning of 
the last group of nakshatras, which reflect a sattwic or spiritual 
orientation. Mula translates as "the root" and is symbolized by a 
tied bunch of roots. It is also depicted as "the tail of a lion" and 
is located in a group of stars that form the scorpion’s tail. This 
star constellation is near the serpent holder or Ophiuchus 
which marks the galactic center. It marks the end of materialism 
and the beginning of spiritualization. Mula is also called the 
"root star," "the original star," or "the foundation star." 


The ruler of this lunar mansion is Ketu, the South Node of 
the Moon. The Mula individual may possess a deep 
philosophical nature and an inquisitive mind that enjoys 
exploring the roots of any subject. The entire nakshatra resides 
in the sign of Sagittarius, ruled by Jupiter. The person may 
experience much wealth and luxury through Mula. It may also 
create the dissolution of fame and money. Howard Hughes had 
his natal Sun and Jimmy Swaggart his Lagna residing in .this 
asterism. 


The deity of this nakshatrais Nirriti, the goddess of 
destruction, who lives in the kingdom of the dead. Mula is often 
associated with butchers, violence and cruelty. Arrogance, 
egotism, lust and anger can be experienced here. Nirriti means 
“calamity” and can indicate an individual tied to a position of 
misfortune. Nirriti, being the goddess of destruction, has the 
power to ruin, destroy and break things apart {barhana shakti).1 
It reveals the necessary dissolution to proceed to a new life. 
Nirriti is also called Alakshmi or the denial of Lakshmi 
(prosperity). She is also depicted as Kali, the fierce goddess who 
wears a necklace of skulls, representing the heads of ignorance.

Mula inflicts pain, but the pain is intended to set the 
person on the right track toward God-realization. It leads the 
person to seek divine help. Mula people can be very devoted to 
a spiritual path and learn to transmute the animality of the ego 
in to spirit. Their animal symbol is a male dog and their nature 
is rakshasic or demon. Mula is a tikshna (sharp or dreadful) 
nakshatra which can be related to black magic, casting spells, 
exorcism, punishment and even murder. Powerful, bold and 
brash activities can occur under its influence. They must learn 
to control their passions. For the Mula person, pain in 
inevitable, suffering is optional.

13° 20' to 26° 40' Sagittarius 


The twentieth nakshatra, Purva Ashadha resides entirely 
within the constellation of Sagittarius and consists of two stars 
(Kaus Borealis and Kaus Australis) which form the archer's bow. 
The stars were thought to look like a fan or winnowing basket 
which is used for ridding corn of its husks. The ruling planet is 
Venus, reflecting the popularity (the person's name is fanned 
around a lot) of this asterism. Jupiter rules the sign of Sagittarius 
which is connected with the elephant headed God, Ganesha. 
Purva Ashadha means "the undefeated” or "unsubdued" and is 
called "the invincible star." Its natives are very proud people 
with the ability to influence and empathize with the masses. 
Purva Ashadha usually brings fame, wealth, fertility and much 
wisdom. 


The deity of this lunar mansion is Apas, representing the 
cosmic waters deified as God, depicted as the causal waters 
spreading in all directions and giving rise to the affairs of 
humanity. This also relates to the concept of spreading one's 
name and reputation throughout the land. Its power is that of 
invigoration (varchograhana  shakti).1 Varuna is also mentioned 
as a residing deity due to his protection of the seas and the 
giving of rain. He pervades all things, representing the inner law 
of higher truth. There can be flashes of intuition in this 
nakshatra which provide valuable insight into the workings of 
divine law. 


Purva Ashadha people can reveal a deeply philosophical 
and spiritual nature as the the corn husks of the ego are 
stripped away. Their primary motivation is moksha or spiritual 
liberation. They usually possess a strong need to continually 
improve their life situation. Purva Ashadha brings about purifi- 
cation and regeneration through "early victories" in life. For 
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example, the youthful golf professional Tiger Woods has his 
natal Sun in this nakshatra. These people have an independent 
nature with many friends to support their aspirations. 


The shadow side of Purva Ashadha is hubris and an egoic 
nature. These natives can exhibit an over-expansive nature. and 
usually do what they like without considering others’ opinions. 
They are good debaters and can defeat anyone in an argument. 
They can become obstinate and will not submit to the demands 
of anyone. The infamous dictator, Adolf Hitler, had his natal 
Moon in this nakshatra. Mental aggression and self-deception 
may be present. Sometimes the native will exhibit his negative 
qualities to a magnified extent to help the person work through 
the lessons. Purification and cleansing of the pride and ego can 
result if the individual can surrender to God's will.

Uttara Ashadha 


26° 40' Sagittarius to 10° 00' Capricorn 


The twenty-first nakshatra is Uttara Ashadha, consisting of 
two stars in the breast of the Archer. Uttara Ashadha has one 
pada in Sagittarius and three in Capricorn. Ruled by the Sun, its 
symbol is an elephant's tusk, reflecting Ganesha’s blessing on 
our activities. Another symbol is the planks of a bed, which 
symbolize the securing of rest and peace. Called the "universal 
star," this asterism reflects deep humanitarian concern and 
fairness to all races. Abraham Lincoln had his natal Moon in 
this nakshatra. 


Uttara Ashadha is ruled by the Universal Gods or 
Vishvadevas. These deities are the ten Vishvadevas, the sons of 
the god Dharma. The deities include Vasu (goodness), Satya 
(truth), Kratru (will-power), Daksha (ritual skill), Kala (time), 
Kama (desire), Dhriti (forbearance), Kuru (ancestors), Pururavas 
(abundance), and Madrava (joy). Their power is to grant an 
unchallengeable victory (apradhrisya shakti).1 The asterism's 
primary motivation is moksha or spiritual liberation. Its natives 
enjoy being involved on a quest for the spiritual unknown. 


Uttara Ashadha produces great insight and a more stable 
and less aggressive nature than the previous nakshatra, Purva 
Ashadha. Uttara Ashadha people get totally involved in any task 
and can penetrate deeply into some aspect of knowledge. They 
are usually blessed with affluence in life. Leadership qualities 
and and the ability to relate to people make them good 
politicians. They can show a dogged persistence to succeed with 
any task they encounter. Uttara Ashadha represents the 
completely integrated manifestation of god-like power. Uttara 
Ashadha brings us to the summit of our power, support and 
recognition, not so much through our personal efforts (which is 
more the case in Jyeshtha), but with the appropriate alliances 
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and support of all the gods. Its natives are usually very idealistic 
people with lofty goals and refined virtues. Victory depends on a 
righteous cause that is beneficial to all. 


The shadow side of Uttara Ashadha can be a Type A 
personality that is constantly active. The opposite effect of 
laziness can also occur. Uttara Ashadha people need to feel 
fully engaged in a project or apathy can result. They can start 
new enterprises and then fail to complete them. A self-centered, 
stubborn personality can occur when Uttara Ashadha is 
afflicted. 


The Capricorn side of this asterism can result in loneliness 
or a melancholy nature if Saturn is poorly placed. Uttara 
Ashadha means "the latter unconquered" or "later victory" 
which may reflect losses in early life and more success as life 
progresses. These people need to leam the quality of patience in 
confronting early adversity in life. The animal symbol is a male 
mongoose. This is the only nakshatra that does not have a 
female animal counterpart. Some difficulties in early marriage 
or sexual incompatibility may result. 


Note: a twenty-eighth nakshatra called Abhijit is sometimes 
inserted in the last five degrees of Uttara Ashadha (5°—10° 
of Capricorn). it is not normally used for natal chart 
analysis, but for the use of murhurtha or electional 
astrology. It is considered a laghu or light nakshatra 
which is auspicious for healing, travel or starting a 
business.

Shravana 
10° 00' to 23° 20' Capricorn 


The twenty-second nakshatra, Shravana, consists of three 
stars in the head of the eagle, Aquilla. The stars also form the 
three footprints of Vishnu, the deity of this nakshatra and 
preserver of the universe. Lord Vishnu helps us to perceive the 
truth of manifestation concealed by the world of maya or 
illusion. This asterism’s power is that of providing connection 
(samhanana shakti).1 Its natives can link people together by 
connecting them to their appropriate paths in life. Shravana 
resides entirely within the sign of Capricorn and is ruled by the 
Moon. Called “the star of learning,” this lunar mansion is also 
associated with the goddess of learning, Saraswati. She is called 
“the flowing one" who brings knowledge, music, and eloquence 
to humanity. 


Shravana is derived from the Sanskrit verb sru which means 
“to hear" and is symbolized by an ear. It reflects the ability to 
hear the subtle etheric realms. The cosmic sounds of Krishna's 
flute, a bell, or the cosmic OM may be audible to the Shravana 
native. It represents communication of knowledge that helps us 
transcend the material world. The importance of oral traditions 
based on shruti or "hearing" the vibrations and words of wisdom 
is emphasized here. The Vedas and Vedangas are represen- 
tations of the knowledge produced in this lunar mansion. The 
Vedic scholar Dr. David Frawley has his natal Moon placed 
here. Shravana is also connected with the pipal tree where 
Buddha attained enlightenment through listening to the voice of 
the divine within. 


Shravana rules positions of worship and service to 
humanity. A kind and charitable nature is often produced here. 
Fame and recognition in the world often results. Shravana 
people are excellent writers and teachers. They are usually very. 
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active, hard-working and devoted to seeking truth in all of their 
endeavors. They are usually fond of travel and may spend time 
living and studying in foreign lands. The Shravana influence 
makes one want to learn constantly from birth till death. Thus 
these natives usually have large libraries or study to spend their 
precious time. Shravana people need much solitude and alone 
time. They live by the motto that "seclusion is the price of 
greatness." 


The shadow side of Shravana can be a rigid or obstinate 
nature. This may be partially due to the influence of Capricorn 
ruled by Saturn. Shravana people may have many enemies due 
to issues with jealousy.

Dhanishtha 
23° 20' Capricorn to 6° 40' Aquarius 


The twenty-third lunar mansion, Dhanishtha consists of a 
small group of four stars located in the head of Delphinus, the 
Dolphin. Half of the nakshatra resides in Capricorn the Sea- 
Goat and the remaining half in Aquarius the Water-Bearer. 
Dhanishtha is called "the star of symphony" with its symbol 
being a musical drum. The drum is Lord Shiva's musical instru- 
ment of time, called a mridranga or tabla. Usually, a love of 
music and talent in singing or reciting chants can be observed 
here. There is great wealth as well as difficult marital karma 
found in this lunar mansion. Both Princess Diana and Marilyn 
Monroe had their natal Moon residing here. 


The deities of this nakshatra are the eight Vasus, the solar 
gods of energy and light. The Vasus are the deities of the Earth 
that give abundance on the material plane. Vasu means "good," 
“benefic” or "light" and reflects high virtues and a charitable 
nature. The eight Vasus are: Pratyusa (Sun), Soma (Moon), 
Dhara (Earth), Anala (Fire), Apa (Space), Anila (Wind), Prabhasa 
(Sky), and Dhruva (Nakshatras). Their power is to give abun- 
dance and fame (khyapayitri shakti).1 


Dhanishtha people possess the gifts, of insight, listening, 
and perception of truth. Dhanishtha can give great spiritual 
depth and occult knowledge. Its natives can be liberal in 
thought and unify others in a common cause. Universal sympa- 
thy and compassion can be experienced here. There is a strong 
and adventurous nature due to the ruling planet Mars, the 
spiritual warrior. The planet Mars is also exalted here. Its 
animal symbol is a courageous female lion. Dhanishtha people 
can gain great fame and recognition. They are able to bring their 
resources together. In this way it builds upon the connections 
created in Shravana and makes them more practical. Their for- 
tunes are usually found away from home. 
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The shadow side of Dhanishtha is a materialistic bent. If 
afflicted, Dhanishtha people can strive to acquire everything for 
themselves. They can become overly ambitious, greedy, stingy or 
covetous of others' good fortunes. A tendency toward self- 
absorption and narcissism may result. Due to the Mars ruler- 
ship, the Dhanishtha person can be ruthless, inconsiderate, 
heartless and revengeful. This lunar mansion is rakshasic or 
demonic in nature. Trouble or delays in marriage are often seen 
with women with their natal Moon placed here. An aloof dispo- 
sition and arrogant nature can result. Because Saturn rules the 
signs of Capricorn and Aquarius where this nakshatra resides, 
patience and perseverance must be cultivated to help the indi- 
vidual through difficult trials in early life.

Shatabhisha 
6° 40' to 20° 00' Aquarius 
- \ 

The twenty-fourth nakshatra is called Shatabhisha and 
resides in a large group of faint stars in the constellation of 
Aquarius, the Water-Bearer. The Water-Bearer is depicted as the 
"physician of the gods," pouring the sacred pot containing the 
divine nectar of immortality. Shatabhisha literally means "the 
hundred physicians" or "hundred healers," It bestows gifts in the 
healing arts by pouring forth the cosmic waters from the 
Aquarius pitcher to nourish humanity. Shatabhisha is also 
known as a "hundred stars," which reflects the regal, royal 
quality of this lunar mansion. It is said to be the fortunate star 
of the king. Shatabhisha people can possess tremendous vital 
force and courage that will defeat their enemies and bring 
victory. The blossoming of inner potential and the full arousal 
of the life force ofkundalini can be activated here. 


The deity of this lunar mansion is Varuna, the god of rain 
and the cosmic waters. He is also the bestower of wisdom and 
the god of medicines. Varuna generates the power of healing 
(bheshaja_ shakti).1 Varuna is a powerful, mystical healer and is 
the lord of maya or illusion. He is said to possess magical 
healing abilities and establishes, protects, and maintains natural 
and moral law. The primary motivation here is dharma or right 
activity. Varuna also provides good judgment as well as 
punishment. He is a god of sin, debts, injury and disease who 
cannot only bring these calamities upon us, but can remove 
them from us, if we propitiate him with sincerity. He represents 
a vital connection between humanity and the gods. Shatabhisha 
counters difficult karmas through divine grace and repentance. 
Shatabhisha people are usually honest, hard-working, and 
ambitious. Shatabhisha also means "the hundred flowers," 
which could indicate a knowledge of herbs and other flower 
remedies. 
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Called "the veiling star," this nakshatra is somewhat 
secretive in nature and may want to keep certain aspects of self 
hidden from view. The symbol for Shatabhisha is a circle 
enclosing a space which reflects the need for containment, 
independence and solitude. Shatabhisha people are 
independent people who have a strong need for seclusion. They 
need space in their togetherness for any relationship to be 
effective. A deeply philosophical, mystical mind may be 
experienced here. The need for some type of meditative practice 
is essential for these individuals. Shatabhisha is connected with 
the opening of the crown chakra or the summit of creative 
energy through the awakening of the kundalini. Rahu is the 
ruling planet, representing the serpent energy and the extreme 
positive or negative life events that can occur under the 
influence of this asterism. Shatabhisha usually brings about a 
healing crisis leading to revitalization. 


The shadow side of Shatabhisha is loneliness and 
depression. Shatabhisha people can feel restrained or restricted 
and experience life as a duty. Apathy. suffering and a feeling of 
paralysis can result if the person allows himself to fecl 
victimized. These people are bom in the dasa of Rahu, which 
can reflect a difficult or unstable childhood experience. Saturn 
also rules the sign of Aquarius in which this nakshatra is placed 
giving obstruction and obstacles in early life. This nakshatra is 
rakshasic or demonic in nature. Harsh speech and a brusque, 
intrusive nature can be observed here. It is stated that chronic 
illnesses contracted under the Moon in Shatabhisha may 
require "a hundred physicians" to heal them. The lunar mansion 
of Ashwini is considered an ideal place to rest and recuperate 
for the Shatabhisha individual.

Purva Bhadrapada 


20° 00' Aquarius to 3° 20' Pisces 


The twenty-fifth nakshatra is named Purva Bhadrapada and 
is located primarily in the sign of Aquarius, with one pada in 
Pisces. It consists of two main stars (Markab and Scheat) in the 
body of Pegasus, the winged horse. The symbols for this lunar 
mansion include a sword, two front legs of a bed or funeral cot, 
or a two-faced man. Purva Bhadrapada translates as "the former 
lucky feet" or the "feet of a stool or bench." This also refers to 
the deity of this nakshatra, which is Aja Ekapada, the "one- 
footed goat" or unicorn which is related to Rudra, the god of 
storms. Like the unicom, Purva Bhadrapada people are unique, 
eccentric and mystical beings. Aja Ekapada is also worshiped as 
a form of Lord Shiva and a transport vehicle of Agni, the god of 
fire. It gives the fire to raise a spiritual person up in life 
(vajamana vdyamana shakti).1 Purva Bhadrapada people are 
usually passionate, impetuous, and opinionated. They possess 
good speaking ability and are skilled in earning money. Their 
primary motivation is artha or material prosperity. 


Combined with the next nakshatra, Uttara Bhadrapada, this 
asterism forms half of "the scorching pair" or "burning pair." 
Both lunar mansions create a fiery temperament and an 
immensely active nature. The animal symbol is a male lion. 
Purva Bhadrapada reveals a strong urge to be focused on an 
ideal or vision for the future. Its natives like to work for universal 
goals that uplift humanity. Purva Bhadrapada grants a universal 
view through intense internal purification. The ruling planet is 
Jupiter which connects this nakshatra with the Brahmans or 
intellectual caste. These people are very independent and self- 
reliant people who possess deep philosophical wisdom and 
originality in thought. They love to escape or run away from the 
constraints of societal rules and norms. They like to "travel to 
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the beat of their own drummer." They believe in the idea that 
"beaten paths are for beaten people." 


The shadow side of Purva Bhadrapada is an angry, 
impulsive, anxious personality. These people can be cynical and 
communicate with harsh or critical speech. They may try to 
coerce others to conform to their idealistic principles and 
philosophies. Purva Bhadrapada people can become fearful, 
nervous, and worrisome when confronted with stressful life 
events. A wavering or unstable mind is often the result. They can 
be stingy or miserly, Their goal is to raise up their spiritual 
aspirations in life which can take them out of the domain of 
selfish behavior. Pain, suffering. injuries from falls, accidents, or 
attacks can occur here. Reflecting the symbol of the two-faced 
man, they possess the ability to see issues from different points 
of view.

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Uttara Bhadrapada 
3°20' to 16° 40' Pisces 


The twenty-sixth lunar mansion is named Uttara 
Bhadrapada, which resides entirely in the constellation of 
Pisces, the fish. It consists of two stars, Pegasi and Andromedae, 
which form the remaining two legs of the bed combined with 
the stars of the previous nakshatra. Purva and Uttara 
Bhadrapada together form what is known in the West as the 
square of Pegasus which represents the bed or funeral cot. 
These two lunar mansions combined also depict the two- 
headed man discussed earlier in Purva Bhadrapada and which 
is symbolized by Agni, the fire god. Both of these asterisms are 
described as having a fiery disposition and form the "scorching 
or flaming pair." 


Uttara Bhadrapada people usually demonstrate more 
restraint and control over their anger and are less aggressive 
than Purva Bhadrapada. The ruling planet is Saturn, which 
provides these individuals with more discipline and self-control 
over their emotions and behavior. They possess the ability to 
contro] their anger and endure pain. This asterism is called "the 
warrior star," and its natives are powerful and able to care for 
and protect those close to them. 


Uttara Bhadrapada means “the latter one with lucky feet" or 
"the beautiful left foot." The ‘feet, which are connected with the 
sign Pisces, also represent the love of travel to far away places. 
These individuals are usually cheerful people who are wealthy, 
generous and charitable. Because of the Saturn and Jupiter 
influence in this nakshatra, they are Brahminic in nature and 
exhibit a priest-like quality that reflects their emphasis on 
spiritual growth. The deity of this lunar mansion is 
Ahirbudhnya, “the serpent of the deep sea" He is an auspicious 
serpent or naga that is associated with part of Lord Shiva's army, 
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the celestial emissaries of vital power. This lunar mansion's 
power is the bringing of the cosmic rain (varshodyamana 
shakti).1 Ahirbudhnya the serpent symbolizes the fertility, 
kundalini energy, and need for seclusion that is experienced in 
this nakshatra. There can be tremendous psychic ability and a 
snake-like quality that allows Uttara Bhadrapada people to 
explore all the nooks and crannies of life. 


Women born under this star may exhibit the wonderful 
qualities of the Goddess Lakshmi, the goddess of prosperity and 
luxury. The influence of Uttara Bhadrapada brings marital 
happiness, children, wealth, and good health. The animal 
symbol is a female cow, a sacred animal in India. Uttara 
Bhadrapada women are said to be the "gem in any family." As 
they evolve spiritually, natives of this asterism can become 
completely detached from all forms of earthly existence and 
show complete indifference to worldly matters. 


The shadow side of Uttara Bhadrapada is similar to its twin, 
Purva Bhadrapada. Issues with anger, passion, and aggression 
can be seen, but to a lesser extent. Uttara Bhadrapada people 
can be very secretive, cunning, with a tendency toward gossip. If 
afflicted, a lazy, careless, and irresponsible nature may develop. 
Their primary motivation is kama or desire, which can cause 
some addiction problems with sex or drugs. They are warriors, 
and if angered, they can defeat and vanquish their enemies, Due 
to Saturn's influence, delays in success can occur, so they must 
cultivate patience and thoroughness in their life projects. 
Ultimately, they may experience the death of maya through 
spiritual renunciation. They need much solitude and alone time 
to accomplish their spiritual as well as worldly goals.

The final nakshatra, Revati, consists of thirty-two faint stars 
in the southern tail of Pisces, the fish. Being the last lunar 
mansion, Revati relates to endings, completion and the finality 
of time. Its symbol is a drum or mridanga which is used to mark 
time. Revati means "the wealthy" and is usually associated with 
abundance or prosperity on all levels. It is an auspicious star for 
spiritual growth and produces great intuitive gifts. The primary 
motivation Of this asterism is moksha or spiritual liberation. It is 
also associated with deep faith and devotion to God. Revati is 
the great womb of the Divine Mother, revealing the end as well 
as ncw beginnings. 


The presiding deity is Pushan, "the nurturer.” who is 
regarded as the protector of flocks and herds and invoked in the 
Vedas for safe travel. He also helps to recover lost items and 
animals, This is a good nakshatra for the Moon to be residing in 
when one is beginning a search or starting a long journey. 
Pushan is considered the lord of the fields and herds. He is 
associated with fertility, rapid growth, abundance and providing 
shelter. This nakshatra has the power of nourishment, 
symbolized by milk (kshiradyapani shakti).1 Pushan is the keeper 
of the sacred cows of the gods and provides nourishment and 
"protection to all animals. Thus a love of animals can be 
experienced in Revali. The animal symbol is a female elephant, 
another sacred animal of India. 


Creative intelligence is abundant in this lunar mansion. The 
ruling planet is Mercury, with the sign of Pisces being ruled by 
Jupiter. Venus is exalted in this nakshatra. Gifts in music, dance, 
drama and literature may blossom in Revati. It is interesting to 
note that Albert Einstein's natal Venus was placed here, and 
during his Venus Dasa he wrote the "Theory of Relativity." 
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Einstein stated that he always thought of himself as an artist 
rather than a scientist. Great wealth and material prosperity are 
discovered here. Revati helps all sincere people in their efforts 
through providing proper nourishment. Its natives usually have 
no desire to covet the success and property of others. They are 
very empathic people and have a strong desire to alleviate the 
suffering of humanity. Revati has a mridnz or soft nature. 


The shadow side of Revati is very minimal due to its deva- 
like temperament. If afflicted, the person may suffer from early 
disappointment in life and pediatric illnesses. There may be 
feelings of inferiority and low self-esteem. Revati people are very 
sensitive by nature and absorb the feelings of others. They can 
have a hot temper and become very stubborn if provoked. There 
is a tendency to overgive and then feel depleted in the exchange. 
They are often co-dependent people who regard the welfare of 
others as more important than their own. They need seclusion 
and someone to protect them from the harsh realities of the 
earth plane. They usually are benefitted by living near water, 
which soothes their sensitive, empathic nature. Revati 
individuals are usually meant for worlds much greater than this. 
These natives have tomorrow's skills for today's world. They are 
visionaries who are usually beyond the slow development of 
society.

Choosing an 


Auspicious Lunar Nakshatra 


The Moon transits through a specific nakshatra each day 
(for approximately 24 to 25 hours). When the Moon passes 
through the different 27 lunar mansions, specific activities can 
bear more productive fruit. The Moon should be waxing or 
moving toward a full moon if possible. The following is a listing 
of the nakshatras in regard to their qualities and the daily life 
events which are harmonious under their influence. 


The Laghu or Kshipra (light and swift) nakshatras are 
Ashwini, Pushya, Hasta and Abhijit. They are especially good 
constellations for the Moon to reside in when starting a journey 
(travel), sports activities, and doing healing work or administer- 
ing medicines. These lunar mansions are also good for opening 
a business, sales, trade and obtaining or repaying a loan or debt. 

The Mridu (soft*mitd or tender) nakshatras are Mrigashira, 
Chitra, Anuradha, and Revati. These lunar mansions are 
excellent for learning music, dance and drama and performing 
auspicious ceremonies like marriage. They are also good for 
buying and wearing new clothes. Love-making and romance 
flows under these stellar influences. These are excellent constel- 
lations for making new friends and enjoyment of pleasures that 
are healing and revitalizing. 

The Sthira (fixed or permanent) nakshatras are Rohini, 
Uttara Phalguni, Uttara Ashadha, and Uttara Bhadrapada. These 
constellations are good for building homes and laying the 
foundations of communities. The emphasis here is toward 
permanence, stability. and structure. They arc also favorable for 
plowing the land, planting trees, and purchasing agricultural 


property. 
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The Chara (movable or ephemeral) nakshatras are 
Punarvasu, Swati, Shravana, Dhanishtha, and Shatabhisha. 
These constellations good for buying automobiles and other 
vehicles, for going on a procession, and landscaping (gardening). 
Change of residence or career, travel, and other major life 
changes can more easily occur under their influence and 
support. 


The Tikshna (sharp or dreadful) nakshatras are Ardra, 
Ashlesha, Jyeshtha, and Mula. These lunar mansions are 
auspicious for creating separation from friends or filing for a 
divorce. Powerful, bold and brash activities can occur under 
their influence. They are effective for invoking spirits and other 
incantations. These constellations can be related to black magic, 
casting spells, exorcism, punishment and even murder. 


The Krura or Ugra (fictce or severe) nakshalras are Bharani, 
Magha, Purva Phalguni, Purva Ashadha, and Purva Bhadrapada. 
These constellations may be related to destructive deeds 
such as setting fires, poisoning. and other deceitful acts. 
Imprisonment and other forms of confinement can be 
experienced here. . 

The Misra (mixed) nakshatras are Krittika and Vishakha. 
They are generally good for mundane daily activities. Krittika 
can be good for fire ceremonies due to its deity, Agni, 


The following are auspicious lunar nakshatras for specific 
activities or events: 


¢ Buying a Home—Mrigashira. Punarvasu, Ashlesha, 
Magha, Purva Phalguni, Vishakha, Mula, and Revati. 

¢  Marriage—Rohini. Mrigashira, Uttara Phalguni, Hasta, 
Swati, Anuradha, Uttara Ashadha. Uttara Bhadrapada, 
and Revati (the first three padas). 


« — Installing a Deity or Building a Temple—Rohini, 
Mrigashira, Punarvasu, Pushya, Uttara Phalguni, Hasta, 
Swati, Uttara Ashadha. and Uttara Bhadrapada. 
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Laying the Foundation of a Home—Rohini, Mrigashira, 
Uttara Phalguni, Hasta, Chitra, Jyeshtha, Uttara Ashacha, 
and Shravana. 


Learning Astrology or Astronomy—Ashwini, Punarvasu, 
Pushya, Hasta, Swati, Mula, and Revati. 


Learning Music or Dance—Rohini, Pushya, Purva 
Phalguni, Hasta, Anuradha, Jyeshtha, Uttara Ashadha, 
Dhanishtha, Shatabhisha, Uttara Bhadrapada, Revati. 
Planting and Sowing—Ashwini,Rohini, Pushya, Magha, 
Uttara Phalguni, Hasta, Chitra, Swati, Anuradha, Mula, 
Uttara Ashadha, and Revati. 

Medical Treatment--Ashwini, Rohini, Mrigashira, 
Punarvasu, Pushya, Hasta, Chitra, Swati, Anuradha, 
Uttara Ashadha, Shravana, Dhanishtha, Shatabhisha, 
Uttara Bhadrapada, and Revati. 

Surgical Treatment—Ardra. Ashlesha, Jyeshtha, Mula 
(Tuesdays and Saturdays). Mars should be strong and the 
8th House unoccupied. Waxing Moon. but not a Full 
Moon. 

Studying Medicine—Dhanishtha and Shatabhisha 


Studying the Vedas or the Shastras-Pushya, Swati and 
Shravana. 

Travel or Beginning a Journey—Ashwini, Mrigashira, 
Punarvasu, Pushya, Hasta, Anuradha, Mula, Shravana, 
Dhanishtha, and Revati (Tuesdays should be avoided if 
possible). 


Making a Will—Pushya 
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In his wonderful book, Muhurtha or Electional Astrology, ' 

Dr. BV. Raman writes, 'The constellation of Pushyami or 
Pushya (the 8th nakshatra) is the most favorable of all the 
nakshatras.”*It is said to ncutralize almost all doshas or flaws 
arising out of a number of adverse combinations. Pushya has 
the power to overcome negative forces and assert its benefic 
nature. Despite all its positive influence, Pushya is still 
considered inauspicious for a marriage ceremony. Dr. Raman 
concludes, "Pushya is a constellation par excellence that can be 
universally employed for all purposes, excepting of course 
marriage.” 


Raman, BV. Muhurtha or Electional: Astrology. Bangalore. India: [BH Prakashana, 1979, 
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One of the most important uses of Vedic Astrology is 
comparing the natal charts for relationship compatibility. In his 
classic book Muhurtha or Electional Astrology, Dr. BV. Raman 
States that three important factors should be carefully 
considered when comparing horoscopes for the purpose of 
marriage: 

1. The longevity of each individual 
2. The strength of the seventh and eighth houses 
3. Compatibility in regard to the kutas 


Dr. Raman writes that, “the kutas or units of agreement 
should be considered only when there is general sympathy 
between the horoscopes of the parties to be brought together”! 
According to Dr. Raman, it is essential to start by analyzing, 
" the general strength of the chart; and when good longevity is 
indicated in both horoscopes and they are free of afflictions in 
regard to the seventh and eighth houses, further agreement 
should then be judged/: The important emphasis here is that the 
kuta point system should not be used in isolation. It is only one 
of many important factors that should be analyzed in regard to 
relationship compatibility. If is focused on the harmony between 
the natal Moons, which reflects emotional and 
psychological stability and the ability to create a nurturing home 
environment. 


The kuta point system is a lunar compatibility analysis that 
compares the natal Moon nakshatras of the couple. Points are 
assigned for twelve different lunar compatibility factors (kutas) 
with a couple scoring between 0 to 36 points. It is generally 
stated that 18 or more points of agreement is considered good. 
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The higher the score, the greater the magnetic alchemy in the 
relationship. Usually, the kuta point system is generally 
recommended more for young adultsto measure the compati- 
bility factors for early marriage 


According to Dr. Raman, the twelve factors in the kuta 
system are: 


}. Dina 5. Rasyadhipathi or 9. Rajju 
2. Gana Graha Maitram 10. Stree-Deergha 
3. Nadi 6. Vasya 11. Vedha 
4. Rasi 7. Varna 12. Mahendra 
8. Yoni 


Of these factors, the first eight are considered the most 
essential for calculating the kuta point total. The final four 
factors are important, but do not receive kuta points. 


The following is an example to illustrate the kuta system 
in action. Again it is assumed that the longevity of each 
individual is good and the seventh and eighth houses are well- 
disposed. Let us say that the woman's natal Moon nakshatra is 
Ashwini, the first of the 27 nakshatras and that the man's 
natal Moon resides in Ashlesha. the ninth nakshatra. 


1. Dina Kuta (3 points) 


To evaluate Dina Kuta count the number of nakshatras of 
the man's natal Moon from that of the woman. In our 
example, if we count the woman's nakshatra as number one 
(Ashwini), then the man's nakshatra (Ashlesha) is nine away 
form her natal lunar constellation. Divide that number by 
nine. If the remainder is 0, 2, 4, 6, or 8, it is good. In our 
example the man's Moon nakshatra is nine away from her 
Moon nakshatra. If we divide by nine, the remainder would be 
zero and agreement is secured. The couple would receive 
three points of agreement for Dina Kuta. 
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2. Gana Kuta (6 points) nua unoor 


This important kuta measures the compatibility of 
temperament which is essential in a happy marriage. According 
to Dr. Raman, there arc three ganas or temperaments of nature: 
Deva (divine). Manushya (human), and Rakshasa (demon). Each 
of the nakshatras has one of these gana qualities. The Devas 
represent a spiritual and charitable nature with goodness of 
character. The Manushyas are more of the world and represent 
a mixture of positive and negative qualities. The Rakshasas 
suggest dominance, self-will, and the potential for violence. 


The idea here is that it is more compatible to marry within 
your gana or temperament. It is best if you have the same 
temperament (gana) as your mate. Thus, a Deva person would 
be happier with another Deva individual. It is acceptable for the 
Deva woman to marry a Manushya or Rakshasa man, However, 
if the woman is Rakshasa and the man is Deva or Manushya, it 
could potentially create marital discord. The emphasis here is 
that the woman should ideally be the same temperament as her 
husband. If they are different, she should be of better tempera- 
ment, reflecting more internal harmony than the man to provide 
a good environment for the home life to flourish. The Indian 
concept is thal the wife is the most important person in 
providing the nurturance and domestic harmony in a good 
matriage. 

The following arc the specific ganas for the 27 nakshatras: 


¢ Deva Gana—Ashwini, Mrigashira, Punarvasu, Pushya, 
Hasta, Swati, Anuradha, Shravana, and Revati. 

¢ Manushya Gana—Bharani, Rohini, Ardra, Purva 
Phalguni, Uttara Phalguni, Purva Ashadha, Uttara 
Ashadha, Purva Bhadrapada, and Uttara Bhadrapada. 

¢ Rakshasa Gana—Krnitlika, Ashlesha, Magha, Chitra, 
Vishakha, Jyeshtha, Mula, Dhanishtha, and Shatabhisha. 


In our example, the woman's Moon nakshatra is Ashwini, 
which is Deva; and the man’s is Ashlesha, which is Rakshasa. 
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Although they are not of the same temperament, the 
agreement is still passable due to her temperament being 
more elevated than his. Thus. the Gana Kuta is.present for this 
couple, although not perfect. 


3. Nadi Kuta (8 points) 


In India, this is considered one of the most important 
kutas because it relates to progeny and producing children. It 
reflects the pulse or nervous system energy related to 
hereditary factors. The Moon as well as all the other planets 
are influenced by the nakshatra’s pulse or nadi, which is its 
Ayurvedic constitution. The three nadis are vata, pitta, and 
kapha. It is better if the man and woman's Moon nakshatras 
fall in different nadis. The three nadis ruled by the different 
nakshatras are as follows: 


Vata Pitta Kapha 
Ashwini Bharani Krittika 
Ardra Mrigashira Rohini 

Punarvasu Pushya Ashlesha 
Uttara Phalguni Purva Phalguni Magha 
Hasta Chitra Swati 

. Jyeshtha Anuradha Vishakha 

Mula Purva Ashadha Uttara Ashadha 

Shatabhisha Dhanishtha Shravana 

Purva Bhadrapada Uttara Bhadrapada Revati 


Again, if the lunar constellation or nakshatra of the 
woman and man fall in different rows it is considered good. If 
they fall in the same row (especially pitta) it is considered 
difficult for having healthy children. In our example. the 
woman's moon is pitta and the man's is kapha so the 
agreement is good due to the different nadis. 
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4, Rasi Kuta (7 points) 


This kuta focuses on the relationship between the Moon 
signs (rasis) of the couple. It is considered more auspicious for 
the woman's Moon sign to follow the man's Moon through the 
opposition of the Moons. If the Moons are in the same sign, it 
is beneficial if the woman's Moon nakshatra follows the man's 
Moon nakshatra. 


For example: 


If the woman's Moon sign is second from the man's moon sign- 
longevity for the couple 


If the woman's Moon sign is third from the man's Moon sign- 
incrcascd happiness 


If the woman's Moon sign is fourth from the man's Moon sign- 
great wealth 


If the woman’s Moon sign is fifth from the man's Moon sign- 
enjoyment and prosperity 

If the woman's Moon sign is sixth from the man's Moon sign- 
children will prosper 


If the woman's and man's Moon signs are mutually seventh 
from each other-health, agreement and mutual 
happiness occurs. 


In contrast, if the man's Moon sign follows the woman's 
Moon sign adverse effects may occur. 
For example: 


If the man's Moon sign is second from the woman's Moon 
sign-evil results will follow 


If the man's Moon sign is third from the woman's Moon sign- 
misery and sorrow 


If the man's Moon sign is fourth from the woman's Moon sign- 
great poverty 


If the man's Moon sign is fifth from the woman's Moon sign- 
unhappiness will occur 


If the man's Moon sign is sixth from the woman's Moon sign- 
loss of children 
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The cancellation of the negative aspects of Rasi Kuta 
occurs if the two Moons fall in signs ruled by the same planet 
such as Taurus and Libra (Venus) or if the ruling planets of 
the moon signs are friends to each other. In our example, the 
woman's moon is in Aries ruled by Mars, and the man's Moon 
is in Cancer ruled by the Moon. The Moon is a friend to Mars 
which helps to cancel the inauspicious disposition of his 
Moon sign (Cancer) being in the fourth sign from her Moon 
sign (Aries). Thus, agreement is secured due to the friendship 
between Moon and Mars, although they may still have to 
budget their money carefully due to potential poverty issues in 
the relationship. However, it appears that only two points are 
awarded in cases of cancellation. 


5. Rasyadhipathi or Graha Maitram (5 points) 


This is one of the most important kutas that examines the 
psychological disposition of the couple. It reflects the mental 
compatibility and affection for each other. It is based on the 
friendship between the rulers of their respective Moon rasis 
(signs). If the lunar rulers are friends, the marriage is greatly 
enhanced. If they are enemies, the conflict tends to chip away 
at the foundation of the relationship. In general, the Sun, 
Moon, Mars and Jupiter are friends, with Mercury, Venus and 
Saturn being allies. The following is a more specific table of 
natural planetary friendships: 


Table of Natural Planetary Friendships

Sun Moon, Mars, Jupiter Venus, Saturn Mercury

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In our example, the woman's Moon sign is Aries ruled by 
Mars, and the man's Moon sign is Cancer ruled by the Moon. 
The Moon is a friend to Mars, but Mars is only neutral to the 
Moon. Thus the kuta agreement is met, although not perfectly. 
The Cancer man may have to extend himself in this relationship 
to pacify his Aries (martian) wife. If both lunar rulers are neutral 
to each other, three points could be awarded. However, if both 
lords of the Moon sign are enemies to each other, zero points 
would be given. 


6. Vasya Kuta (2 points) 


This particular kuta is important 1N assessing the degree of 
magnetic control or amenability the husband or wife can have 
to influcnce the other person. For each Moon sign, certain 
Moon signs are amenable to their control. According to Dr. B-V 
Raman, the following Moon signs show influence on certain 
Moon signs. 

Aries Moon — Leo and Scorpio are amenable 
Taurus — Cancer and Libra 
Gemini — Virgo 
Cancer — Scorpio and Sagittarius 
Leo — Libra 
Virgo — Cancer and Pisces 
Libra — Virgo and Capricorn 
Scorpio — Cancer 
Sagittarius — Pisces 
Capricorn — Aries and Aquarius 
Aquarius — Aries 
Pisces — Capricorn 


In our example, neither the woman's Moon in Aries or the 
man's Moon in Cancer have magnetic control over the other. 
Thus, no agreement for Vasya Kuta is found for this couple. 
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7. Yama Kuta (1 point) 


This factor signifies the degree of spiritual or ego 
development of the marrying couple. 


The four castes in India are related to the natal Moon signs 
as follows: 
Brahmin — Cancer, Scorpio, Pisces 
Kshatriya — Aries, Leo, Sagittarius 
Vaisya — Gemini, Libra, Aquarius 
Sudra — Taurus, Virgo, Capricorn 
For the kuta agreement to be met. the man should belong 
to a higher caste or grade than the woman. In our example, the 
man's Moon is Cancer, belonging to the Brahmin caste while 
the woman's Moon is Aries. which is of the Vaisya group. Thus, 
agreement for Varna Kuta is found due to the man being in a 
higher grade of spiritual development. Varna agreement is also 
secured if the couple is of the same grade. 


8. Yoni Kuta (4 points) 


This important factor measures the sexual compatibility of 
the couple. Yoni Kuta indicates the degree of sexual affinity, 
sensual desires, and supposedly even the size of sex organs. 
Certain constellations are male while others are female. 
According to Dr. BV, Raman, each nakshatra is also related to a 
particular animal as listed below: 


Male Female Animal 
1. Ashwini Shatabhisha Horse 
2. Bharani Revati Elephant 
3. Pushya Krittika Sheep 
4. Rohini Mrigashira Serpent 
5. Mula Ardra Dog 
6. Ashlesha Punarvasu Cat 
7. Magha Purva Phalguni Rat 
8. Uttara Phalguni Uttara Bhadra Cow 
9. Swati Hasta Buffalo 
10. Vishakha Chitra Tiger 
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11. Jyeshtha Anuradha Hare 

12. Purva Ashadha Shravana Monkey 
13. Purva Bhadra Dhanishtha Lion 

14. Uttara Ashadha (none) Mongoose 


Marriage between people of the same animal (class of yoni) 
is said to produce great happiness, perfect harmony and 
children. For example, a Mula man and an Ardra woman 
represent the male and female organs of a dog. This 
combination greatly enhances the kuta point total for this 
couple. It is generally better if the man is bom in a male Moon 
nakshatra and the woman in a female nakshatra. If both are 
male, frequent quarrels and lack of agreement around sexuality 
can occur. In our example of the Ashwini woman and the 
Ashlesha man, both are male resulting in some conflict within 
the marriage. If both are female. it is passable for the couple. In 
homosexual relationships, some astrologers make the dominant 
person the male and the more passive onc the female. However, 
I have not seen this issue commented on by any of the 
traditional astrologers of India. 


The following pairs are considered inimical to each other 
and should be avoided: 


Cat and Rat Serpent and Mongoose 
Elephant and Lion Monkey and Sheep 
Horse and Buffalo Cow and Tiger 

Dog and Hare 


9. Rajju (no points assigned) 


Although no points are assigned, this important factor 
indicates the duration or strength of married life. The 27 
nakshatras have been grouped into five different groups as 
follows with their associated difficulties: 


Padarajju: Ashwini. Ashlesha, Magha, Jyeshtha, Mula, and 
Revati. Pada (fool) means the couple will always be 
wandering. 
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Katirajju: Bharani, Pushya, Purva Phalguni, Anuradha, Purva 
Ashadha, and Uttara Bhadrapada. Kati (waist) indicates 
poverty may occur. 


Udararajju: Krittika, Punarvasu, Uttara Phalguni, Vishakha, 
Uttara Ashadha, and Purva Bhadrapada. Udara 
(stomach) can indicate a loss of a child. 


Kantarajju: Rohini, Ardra. Hasta, Swati, Shravana, and 
Shatabhisha. Kanta (neck) may reflect the death of the 
wife. 

Sirorajju: Mrigashira, Chitra, and Dhanishtha. Siri (head) 
indicates that the husband may dic first. 


Thus, the lunar nakshatras of the couple should not fall 
in the same group or rajju. In our example of the Ashwini 
woman and Ashlesha man, both fall in padarajju. Thus, the 
couple may always be wandering or travelling. 


10. Stree-Deergha (no points assigned) 


The man's lunar nakshatra should be beyond the ninth of 
the woman's asterism. 


Dr. Raman states that according to some authorities the 
distance should be more than seven constellations away. Stree- 
Deergha is cancelled if Rasi Kuta and Graha Maitram are 
present. In our example, the man's nakshatra (Ashlesha) is 
nine constellations away from the woman's (Ashwini). Thus, 
agreement in regard to Stree-Deergha is borderline. 


11. Vedha (no points assigned) 


Certain nakshatras are very inimical to others. Vedha 
means affliction that is brought about by the uniting of two 
conflicting nakshatras. In our example, the couple does not 
belong to a Vedha Kuta pair. The following pairs arc generally 
not suitable for marriage unless there are other mitigating 
factors. 
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Ashwini and Jyeshtha 
Bharani and Anuradha 
Krittika and Vishakha 
Rohini and Swati 
Ardra and Shravana 
Punarvasu and Uttara Ashadha 
Pushya and Purva Ashadha 
Ashlesha and Mula 
Magha and Revati 
Purva Phalguni and Uttara Bhadra 
Hasta and Shatabhisha 
Mrigashira and Dhanishtha 


12. Mahendra (no points assigned) 


The Moon nakshatra of the man counted from the 
woman's Moon nakshatra should be 4th, 7th, lOth, 16th, 19th, 
22nd, or 25th. According to Dr. Raman, this promotes well- 
being in the marriage and increases longevity. In our example, 
the man's nakshatra is ninth from that of the woman. Thus, 
Mahendra Kuta is absent. 


13. Other Important Factors 


In addition to the kuta point system, many other factors 
should be analyzed for relationship compatibility. The following 
are some of the most important factors that should analyzed. 


1. Look to the seventh house for marital karma. What 
planets are located in the seventh house? Are they 
benefic or malefic? What is the condition of the ruler of

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the seventh house? The ruler of the seventh house being 
placed in the third, sixth, eighth,or twelfth house is 
generally difficult for early marriage, Saturn or Mars 
ruling the seventh house can create challenges as well 
unless they are well-placed by sign and house.What 
planets are aspecting the seventh house? 


What is the condition of the eighth house? It is generally 
better if it is unoccupied. Malefics placed in the eighth 
house, particularly Mars, Rahu or Ketu, reflect difficult 
marital karma. 


Carefully consider the potential longevity of each 
individual. Richard Houck's book The Astrology of Death2 
is an excellent book for exploring longevity issues. 
Saturn, the Ascendant, and the eighth house are a few of 
the important factors that must be assessed. 


The compatibility between the Ascendants and their 
tulers. Are they friends to each other? Does the Ascendant 
fall in a favorable house in the mate's natal chart? 


Are the current and future dasha/bhukti periods that will 
be operating for the couple favorable for marriage? 
Generally speaking. Venus, Jupiter and the Moon 
planetary periods are more user-friendly dashas for 
marital harmony. 


The compatibility of the two Mercurys for effective 
communication. What is the relationship of the 
respective Mercury to each other by sign? A 6/8 or 2/12 
placement by sign tends to be more challenging: 
whercas. the conjunction, opposition, 3/11 or 5/9 
relationship to each other is generally more auspicious. 


The compatibility of the Mars energy between the 

couple. A conjunction, 3/11 or 5/9 relationship by sign 

to each other is usually smoother. When natal Mars is 

placed in certain houses a challenging condition called 

Kuja Dosha occurs which can result in difficult karma 

for early marriage.

both partners have Kuja Dosha (Mars in the first, 
second, fourth, seventh, eighth or twelfth house) to 
balance or mitigate the negative interpersonal energy. 
For example, people with Mars in the first and seventh 
tend to be combative and dominating in relationship. 
Mars in the second indicates harsh speech. Mars placed 
in the fourth house reflects an aggressive emotional 
nature and an intense home life. Mars in the eighth 
house can indicate an early death of the mate. Finally, 
Mars in the twelfth may reflect hidden passions or 
repressed anger. If both people do not have Kuja Dosha 
it is also considered good for marital harmony. Another 
antidote for kuja dosha is to counsel the individual to 
wait on marriage until at least thirty, so they can develop 
more emotional maturity. Kuja Dosha usually mellows 
with age. 


The harmony between the respective Venus placements. 
The conjunction, opposition, 3/11, 5/9 relationship by 
sign is considered to be positive. Venus placed in the 
sign of Anes, Virgo (ie. Prince Charles) or Scorpio in a 
man's natal chart does not bode well for early marital 
happiness unless he is running a favorable dasha or 
other mitigating factors arc present. 


The relationship between the two natal Jupiters. If they 
are conjunct, trine or in opposition to each other by sign 
it is considered helpful to the spirituality and prosperity 
of the union. Jupiter placed in Capricorn in a woman's 
chart is generally unfavorable for marital happiness 
(ie.; Princess Diana). 


What kind of a relationship is the couple desiring? The 
astrologer may project his own idea of what a healthy 
relationship is onto the couple. Some couples may need 
to have a more non-traditional relationship. Special rules 
may need to be developed for gay relationships due to 
these issues not being addressed in the classical Vedic 
Astrology texts.

Relationship Compatibility and the Nakshatras 


For making a mature decision in marriage, wait until the 
ruler of the seventh house has matured. For example, if 
the person is a Cancer or Leo Ascendant, Saturn rules 
there seventh house and could indicate that a later 
marriage will be more favorable (after 35). According to | 
James Braha*, the planets mature at a specific age 
as follows: 

Sun — 21-22 years 

Moon — 23-24 years 

Venus — 24-25 years 

Mars — 27-28 years 

Mercury — 31-32 years 

Satum — 35-36 years 

Jupiter* — 15-16 years 
* Wait at least until the second Jupiter return around the age of 24.

Finally, by choosing an auspicious time or muhurtha for 
the marriage, many of the difficult challénges indicated 
in the chart comparison of the couple can be minimized 
or reduced to a great extent. The following factors 
should be considered. 


A. Choose an auspicious lunar nakshatra. Rohini, 
Mrigashira, Uttara Phalguni. Hasta, Swati, Anuradha, 
Utara Ashadha, Uttara Bhadrapada and Revati arc 
considered the best. 


B. The Moon should be waxing (moving toward a Full 
Moon). The best signs for the Moon are Gemini, 
Virgo, and Libra. The next best signs are Taurus, 
Cancer, Leo, Sagittarius, Aquarius, and Pisces. The 
least favorable Moon signs for marriage are Aries, 

_ Scorpio, and Capricorn 

C. The tenth through twelfth lunar days or éithis are 
considered auspicious for marriage. Their names are 
Dasami, Ekadasi, and Dwadasi. ; 
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D. The Ascendant and seventh house of the wedding 
chart should not be afflicted and the rulers of these 
houses should be well-placed. 


E. If possibic, the seventh and eighth houses should be 
empty and definitely no malefics such as Mars, 
Saturn or Rahu. 


F. Good marriage days are Monday (Moon), Thursday 
(Jupiter), and Friday (Venus). Wednesday (Mercury) 
and Sunday (Sun) are somewhat neutral. Saturday 
(Saturn) and especially Tuesday (Mars) should be 
avoided. 


G. Generally, the late spring and early summer months 
are considered more favorable times of the year for 
matriage.
